This contested case, W1-11-3407, was initiated to adjudicate claims to use water and
objections to Watershed File Report 115-06-005 that Arizona Department of Water Resources
investigated on land located generally in sections 11, 12, 13, 14, 23, and 24 T7S R20E and
sections 7, 8, 9, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, and 21 T7S R21E. A complete hst of all Statements of
Claimant filed by the trustees of the Magoffin Family Trust are attached as Attachment B. The

Statements of Claimant filed by the trustees of the Magoffin Family Trust related to this

contested case are: 39-2144, 39-2147, 39-2158, 39-2159, 39-2160, and 39-2166.

The Watershed File Report shows the potential water right associated with each Statement

of Claimant filed by or assigned to the trustees of the Magoffin Family Trust:

The Joint Report filed by Arizona State Land Department and the trustees of the Magoffin

Family Trust on July 2, 2020 (“Joint Report™), shows that the State of Arizona is the owner of
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three stockponds on the property for which ADWR found potential water rights (SP001, SP003,
SP005} and that no Statement of Claimant has been filed as to the fourth stockpond (SP002).

The Report also lists the trustees of the Magoffin Family Trust as the lessees of the land
with the following potential water rights not owned by the State: SW002, SW003, SW004,
SW005, SW007, SWO008 and SW009. According to the Joint Report, potential water rights
SW007, SW008 and SW009 were the suhject of Statements of Claimant 39-2141, 39-2157, and
39-2154. On January 11, 2021, an Order was entered approving 14 proposed abstracts including
six proposed abstracts for which the Magoffin Family Trust is listed as the owner: 115-06-005-
SW002, 115-06-005-SW003, 115-06-005-SW004, 115-06-005-SW005, 115-06-005-SW007, and
115-06-005-SW008.

The final potential water nght that Arizona State Land Department and the trustees of the
Magoffin Family Trust determined to not be owned by the State is 115-06-005-SW009. This
stock watering right is the subject of Stateinent of Claimant 39-2154 filed by Whiting Ranches for
use in the SESW Section 14 T7S R20E. The public records of the Arizona Department of Water
Resources do not show an assignment of the Statement of Claimant to the frustees of the
Magoffin Family Trust. According to the Joint Report, the trustees of the Magoffin Family Trust
are the lessees of the property. Statement of Claimant 39-2154 must be assigned to the trustees of
the Magoffin Family Trust or the trustees of the Magoffin Family Trust must file a Statement of
Claimant for the stock watering claim with the same information that will be used to set the water
right atiributes.

Ms. Magoffin also specifically requested the status of PM Bar Well in this contested case.
She claimns the well is located outside the boundaries of the subflow zone. Neither the Watershed

File Report nor the Statements of Claimant involved in this contested case list a well as the source
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of water. Ms. Magoffin provides neither a well registration number nor a physical location of the
PM Bar Well.

IT IS ORDERED setting a Status Conference on November 4, 2021 at 3:30 p.m. Anna
Magoffin shall advise whether she intends to obtain an assignment of Statement of Claimant 39-
2154 or file a new Statement of Claimant for 115-06-005-SW009. She shall also be prepared to
specifically identify the PM Bar Well by location and well registration number and state whether
she is seeking an appropriable water right for the water pumped from the PM Bar Well.

The Status Conference shall be held using the Court Connect program. Instructions for
Court Connect are attached as Attachment C. If you receive this Order by email, click on the red
box “Join Court Connect Hearing” on the attached instructions to make an appearance.

1 am trying to determine is if there is
something | am missing to move any of the cases forward. | understand from our involvement with
adjudication is that it does take time. From cur end, however, | realize that some things can get lost. For
example, at one point, our cases were changed our old address in Douglas, AZ. And we literally stopped
getting information. And sometimes the cases move forward before the surface water application are
finished, which has been a problem every time for me.

On a side note, the amazing Barbara Brown had the most wonderful personality even though she
literally was dealing with everyone enteting into adjudication. At the time our mail suddenly going to
Douglas, | was able to interact briefly with Durina and t couid not helieve you were abie to find a second
tovely sout to manage alt the files. When we got an email notice on W1-11-0245 it was from the clerk of
the court and | thought | might be able to ask a person how to set up a status cali. | do apologize for
using that email, but in alt fairness, it is not general knowiedge as ta the status of your clerk.

i think you might also consider an occasional status call to review what happens from this side of the
process. | think we arrive at the adjudication from two different perspectives but | also think the two
shouid meet at a commaen ground. The legal description of waters used a mess. ADWR weills use small
to big guarter sections, most other land use applications use big to small quarter sections and to tend 2
more technicat science to avoid lines that can go up or down on 2 map; GPS makes sound sense, but
surface water doesn’t accept GPS. | aiso don't believe ADWR is using good science to establish sub flow,
| know it is wrong in a couple of instances using the simplest of observation science and soil science.
Also, the ADWR definition of sub flow suggest waters moving through sand and gravel but does not take
into consideration clay barriers. Just like knowing when you do and don’t have a clerk, there shouid be a
simple process that allows for science to be introduced.

Anvhow, t am simply trying to see what needs to be done from my side on W1-11-3374, W1-11-3407,
W1-11-3338. These were all tied to cases with State Land and deeded land but the Abstracts | sent were
never presented.

i am sending this to the folks on the combined mailing lists of all three.
